Mrs. Daniel barrett, legs torn from 
the bodj and entraili torn oat. 

Martha Daso, head eniahed, died two 
hours afterward. 

Ueorge Ozinger, bpdj beaten into a 
•hapeleM uuuw. 

MyrU Daso, instantly killed.

The scene of the cyclone is a hard cpo 
to describe. Hou;;ei. fi>jices, trees, and 
obstructions of all kinds.'lu the path of 
the! storm, have been earned away and 
nothing left to mark the spot where they 
stood C'.\\> iit lin;,-e holes in the ground. 

The bceuu devastated is one quarter 
of a mile wide and sfii^' miles in length, 
the v'reat fnnncl-shiiped cloud traveling 
in an irregular noutboastcrly course, the 
gre.ttcst damage being done about n' 
mile from where it rose and pawing on 
east. 

The building m Vhich were Daniel 
i>arrett, his wife umi their grauddangh- 
ten, Myrta and A^tha Daso, is so com- 
plete ly demoUshedi that not even a por- 
tion of the foandaion ii left Tbe lint 
remnants of the house are at least 100 
yards irora where it stood. Here began 
a f^w scattering boards, and further in 
can be seen larger iMrtiuns of the build- 
ing, and about 40 rods from where it 
stood lays the roof almost intaot, togeth- 
er with portions of the framework. 

Mrs. Barrett, who wtis the worst man- 
gled, was carried over a quarter of a 
mile ;iiul ('loppcd in a cemetery, her 
dismembered limba being iound about 
100 yards farther on. There was very 
little left of the woman's body that re- 
sembled I the form of a human being- 
Her bi t- a.-^t and abdomen were rent in 
two, and her entrails, Innfl and other 
internal organs scattered broadcast 
through three 4Vacre fields. The 
search for her remains continued iully 
an hour before flesh half her weight was 
loond. 

Daniel Barrett was carried about 40 
rods from where the cyckme btrnckhiiii. 
His hand was turn off at tho wrist and 
scattered to the winds, onu leg w;is beat- 
en into • iNilp and he suffered intermil 
Injuries. He was still breathing when 
found, but died soon aftarward without 
bei Dining <Kinfldou8. 

Martha ;inil Myrta Daso, who W( r>' in 
another iMirt ut tlie house, were K-tt near 
where the house seems to liave goue to 
pieces. Martha, the oldest, aged 14, w&s 
apparently injured only about the head, 
which was crushed in on the left side, 
showing a great hole from which the 
brain oozed. ^Mingled witli bh)od. the 
younger, itgtxl H>, lay almost in the arms 
of her Bi>ter, and the bones in all parts 
of her body were broken and ground 
into the flesh. 

(teorge O.xing'T, a hir«jd hand of Bar- 
rett s, who was in the field plowing, saw 
the !-torm coiiiing and made for tho 
barn. He siu ceeded in getting his 
horses inside and started f or the liouse, 
which was about 10 rods distant from 
the bam and ezaotly in line with tbe 
storm. Witnesses s«y that the man 
was lifted from the ground and whirled 
into the air ut least a hundred feet, to> 
gether with tini'eis. fences, trees and 
other debris, fci i oped up in the rolling 
avalanche. UXiU^er s lifeless body wius 
found about 100 rods from where it was 
lifted into the air, his hones protruding 
from the flesh and his bodir indicates 
that he came in contact wiw many Of 
the flying trees and beams. 

James Whittle, another farmhan l in 
the employe of Barrett, bad a most mi- 
raculous escape. He was m the tield 
with a team in company with Oiinger 
and started for the barn. To the fact 
that his team became unmanageable and 
broke awt^y from him he probably owes 
his Ufe. ■

Clkvki.aM', May H.- The minei-s" 
conferi nco lastt^d all day but nothing 
was accomplished, i'r- tiideiit Zdclirak' 
otlered a redoiuciou reciting, that, where- 
as a large number of operators who had 
refused to attend the conference hatl it;- 
fused the hand uf conciliation and peace 
that had extended to them, the 

miners believed tliat any settlement ar- 
rived at in the absence of those opera- 
tors would only add to and acuentiute 
the miserable oottdition of the miners, 
and that it was impossible to make any 
settlement witn the operators who bad 
met them here. 

While appredatlng tbe efforts of tbe 
operators who had attended the confer- 
ence to reach a settlement, the nuneia 
asked tiieir co-operation in bringing 
peaceable and porsuasive pressoxe to 
near upon the absent operators to Indnoe 
them to agree to terms with the miners. 

These resolutions were offered to the 
conference as expressing the views of 
the mhurs, and as there seemed to be 
nothing more to do, the conference ad- 
journed sine dia. 

The coal operators met last night and 
adopted a statement of the result from 
their standpobit It declares that tht 
operators of Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
Indiana responded to the invitation to 
consult with the mine workers in good 
faith imd did all in their power, under 
the present trade oonditions to effect a 
settlement of the strike, but that the 
uune workers, in secret session, refused 
to agree upon any terms whatever and 
ended the conference on the ground that 
the Illinois operators were not present. 

The statement declares that this ac- 
tion of the mine workers is not in ac- 
cord with their professions ot peace and 
conciliation.

An amenwuent was also adoptel au- 
thorising the seoretanr of agriculture to 
inquire as to the frasibility of displaying 
weather signals from postal oars. 

At 5 o'euwk tbe consideration of the 
bill waa concluded, and the committee 
of the whole having risen, the bill was 
favorably reported to tbe house, and tie 
previuos question being ordered, the bill 
was passed in spite of Mr. Marsh's ef- 
forts to recommit It.

Ihii il the feeling which ia now ani- 
mating such men as Coke, Mills, Gordon, 
Morgan, Berry, Walsh, Lindsay, Black- 
burn, Jonea, Harris, Tarpie and a num- 
ber of athers.

THE CHU RCH OF ENGLAND. 
Ita Onltjr in OrcMt Danfcr— UlMtUMUh* 

iiieiit of Wiilrs. 

LoNDt)N, Miiy 1"^. A iiianilcsto signed 
by the English urchl(i8iK)i>8 ami by 31 
bithojw has bem addreHsed to the nieiii- 
bm of thtt Church of Lngland in Walen. 
Tb* manitejtu declares that the bill for 
tba diaeatablishment ot the cbnrch in 
WalM, if it ■hoold become law, would 
weaktnthe tmity of the church and 
•liwuito the ancient giltt by which 
the •errioe of (hid and the pastoral care 
of the people were maintaiued for cen- 
turies; that it would deprive the puor of 
their legal right! to eeatsin thechurclies, 
•nd ot the miniitration of the c.ergy to 
the siok and dying, and would reduce 
the church of Wulee to penury, thereby 
Impeding the worship of God. 

The niai^eito appeals to the poor and 
the rich to conaiuer the matter fully, 
and urges laymen and the clergv to ez- 

Jtlain the matter to the people, although 
he clergy, it i» added, must refrain 
from referanoe to the bill in the pulpit, 
thus keeping the house of GKxl free from 
contention. Th9 oivrgy, bowerer, are 
instnicted to insert in the serrices a spe- 
cial collection for the preserration of the 
chtiroh. Christian electors are asked to 
ooMldsr how thdr Totat can prraerre 
them iram an aUanation of the rights 
enjoyed for ages for God's service and 
for the people's welfare. 

The Dill for the disestablidunent of 
tbt cbnrch in Wales and lldnmtatb 
was introduced in the honsa of com* 
mons by Home Secretary Asqvith on 
April dtf. The measure provides that 
the disestablishment shall go into force 
on Jan. 1, li49«. After that date all 
•coleeiastical corporations are to be dis- 
solved and all rights of patronage are to 
cease. No new Welsh blihops are to sit 
inthehonseof lords, the ecdesiaBtical 
eonrta of Wales will no longer have 
ooeroiTa JntisdictioD and the convoca- 
tion will not have legal power. 

The income of the Welsh ohnrch, |1,- 
895,000 yearly, will be seonred for the 
benefit of Wales. Mr. Asqnith ez- 

Slained that the fimds released under 
le bill would be devoted to the erection 
of hospitals and public halls, to provide 
dwaUUjgi for laborers, to make allot- 
nanti for technical education, libraries, 
museums and other secular institutions.

SO LAR S TORM. 

The PrcMiit VbmiwI HmI Dm to Saeh • 
DtotarbMM*. 

GAixsiiCRo, Ills., May 18.— Professor 
Larkin of Knox college observatory, 
after watching all day the solar cyclone, 
says its dimensions exceed those of any 
storm he has s« en on the sun during Us 
career as an astronomer. 

It 18 now at its lull h. i;,dit, its length 
feli,u(»0 miles and the width varies from 
2:',iKi(i to V4,000 miles. The pecnliar 
features are jets and bridges. The 
whole mass has a twisting rotary motion. 
There are two storm centers, and at a 
distance are spots. The professor at- 
tributes the unusual heat now baing tz- 
perienced to this solar storm. 

Indian* auit Civil Kt!rvic'<>. 
Wakiiinoto.n. May IM. One of the 
provisions of the mdian appropriation 
bill is said to have the effect of placing 
Indian agents under civil service regu- 
lations. Tile bill contains the provision 
"tliat the ( oiumis.siuner of Indian af- 
iaus. with the aiijiioval of the secretary 
or file iiitenoi, may devolve the duties of 
any Indian agency upon the superinten- 
dent of the Indian training scbocu located 
at such agency and the superintendent 
u^ion whom such duties devolve shall 
give l>ond as other Indian agents." Su- 
perintemlents are already under civil 
service regulations, so that the effect of 
the provision, if carried into effect is to 
e.xtend the civil service over mdh agen- 
cies as have a snpsrintendant serving as 
agent.
